Purring old Pussy, who has long
held forth under restaurant stoves or
around bal(cry kitchens, will have to
R0, Bo will Fido and Rover, as well
as all dogs and cats. For the eleventh
commandment of the twelva handed
down from the Sinal of the food com-

mission says: “The presence of cals

or dogs Is positively probibited in any
kitehen, dinlng reom, bakery, meat
market or other place where food Is
produced or prepared.”

This and other commandmetts wers
evolved in terse form from the sani-
tary law of the state. All food produc.
ing plants and dispensartes will be
under this law during the summer.
Birict enforcement will be had by the
food commission Inspectors. The
most Important provisions are as fol
lows:

'“I'he clothing and person of thoge who

COMme In contact with or huandle food
must be clean at all times and such
persons must wash thelr hands thors
oughily before beglnning work cach dey

aind ufter handling any avtlele which 1s
unolean,

“"No person who Is afflicted with any
asntagtous or Infectious dlssuse shall be
allowed to work In any establishment
whore food Is cooked, Berved, prepared
or distributed, Nealther shall any person
ar persons be allowesd to sieep ln any
such ‘:lum-. o
“Spltilng on floors, walls or utensile s
positively prohibited. Cuspidors must ba
provided and the same shull bo emntied
and cleansed dally.

“Every food produsing or distributing
woatablishiment during the fly season shall
have all doors, windows and other open-
ings properly screened, The Noors, walls
und collings of every such place, must at

all times be Kept In a clean and sanitary
«wondition,
“Reafuse, dirt and all other waste and

unwholesome products must be reinoved
dully,

*Uneanltary conditions will be doemod
16 exist In any food establishment where
prapey precautions are not taken for the
axtermination of rats and mice, cock
1oaches or vermin,

“The presance of dats or dogs Is posi-
1ively prohibited in any kitchen, dinlng
room, bekery, meat market, or other place
whers food & produced or prepared

“Unwholesome condltions will be
deemed to oxist in any kitehen, bakery,
meat market or other food producing es-
tablishment where the smoking of clgars,
pipes or clgareties Is permitted, and the
same Is positively prohibited.”

Issues a Precautionary Warning.

Serum, the prevention of hog chol-
era and the precautions to be taken
by farmers ls the subject of warnings
being emphasized by the state board
of directors. Farmers are urged to en-
force an effective quarantine when
cholera breaks out on a farm. It is a
mistake, it {5 claimed, to neglect sani-
tary precautions and to rely wholly on
serum. The serum is useful, not so
miuch to cure sick hogs, as to prevent
other animals from taking the disease.

The following precautionary meas-
Ures are NECessary:

“Do not locate hog lots near a publie
highway, a stream or a rallroad.

“Do not allow neighbors or strangers
to enter your hog lots and do not go
into your nelghbors' lots. If you are
<ompelled to pass from one hog lot to
another, clean your shoes and wash
them with a 8 per cent solution of
‘the compound solution of crqsol.

“Do not put new stock, elther hogs
«or cattle, in lots with herd already on
the farm,

“If hog cholera breaks out, separate
the sick from the apparently healthy
animals and burn the carcasses of all
«dead hogs on the day of death.

wcattle fed during the winter will be on
exhibit. Visitors will have an oppor
tunity to inspect the different lots of
cattle and compare the rations fed.
The figures giving the resulis of the
vear's work will ba given out, Tha
forenoon will be given over to an In-
spection of the grounds, experiments,
live stock, ete. The regular program
will be glven at 1 p. m. Last year
beaf producers’ day proved to be the
event of the season.

gina to the automoebile, will be offered
